pumper at the race, lay about 500 or 
700 feet of hose to the Seagravo 
pumper and then lay another 500 or 
^00 feet of hose. In this manner the 
steam pumper will supply the water 
to the- other pumper, and the high 
pressure can he obtained for a great 
distance. 


The steam pumper has (iO gallons 


capacity and the oilier pumper is 
750 gallons a minute capacity. By 
hooking the two outfits together, citi- j 
zens can have an opportunity of wit- ' 
nessiug a unique demonstration, so 
that in case an emergency should a- 
rise, volunteers 
would understand 


what was going to. be accomplished 
and could assist without any inter- 
ruption.

Thirty-five men have been sentenced 
to terms in penal institutions by the

;er than the prison term. 


No man serving a prison term is 


permitted to vote and those who have 
served terms during the two-year 
period and arc now at liberty will be 
allowed to vote if they comply with 
the law regarding registration.

About 20 millions 
of 
American 


children have iust begun their school 
years of 1924-25. Each one of them 
should attend as nearly 200 school 
days as possible. That is the length 
of school term in our best scohols. 
On the average, Children -are in' 
school not much more than 165 days. 
For jrural schools the term is much 
shorter. The cost of keeping 
the 


schools open will be not less than 
15 billions of dollars. It ha^s been 
estimated and probablv correctly 
that every day in school is worth 
from $16 to $17 to a child because he. 
will be able to earn that much more 
in later years. It is fair then to say 
that 20 millions of children attend- 
ing 160 days each this coming year 
represent actual production by the 
schools of some 50 billions of dol- 
lars of potential wealth, nearly thirty 
times the expenditure for the schools 


Not many investments are as good 


as that or pay such enormous divi- 
dends. We covdd estimate the school 
day as worth much less than $16 a 
pupil and still have many times a 
good justification for all the money 
ve spend on education. But great as 
he return is we' can not afford 
to 


•educe it by keeping children out of 
ehool or by letting them go irreg- 
ularly. A child ought not to throw 
away a $16 day for any trivial reas- 
on. In a few years he will be com- 
pelled to coini>ete with others 
who 


have made the most of that day and 
of as many more school days as 
they coudl. It's good business then 
to keep tlie school open for a long 
term and keep all the children in it 
every day.
